Also a 
copy of a newspaper article about just a small part of Mr. Eames' 
activities. 

Two weeks ago I spent half a day meeting with the police and sheriff's 
department, receiving information about Mr. Eames, They have 
documented 52 child sexual abuse incidents which he has been involved 
in. As you will note from the news article, he was charged on only 2 
counts. Mr. Eames was sentenced yesterday to 5 years to life with all 
but one year suspended and a $500. QO fine on each of the two counts. 
He began his one year prison sentence this morning at 9:00 a.m. 

It is my recommendation that we place this individual on our 
confidential file and prohibit his further involvement in Scouting.
